Tie must string his verses. He must por- 
tray'in sublime verse the blindness of 
these nations not to submit-to England's

ALBANY, Jan. 6.—The climax of one of 


the most dramatic and sensational crim- 
inal Incidents of the state's history took 
place yesterday when, just 48 hours prior 
to the execution of the death sentence 
upon Bartholomew ?liea, another man 
confessed to the murder, and Shert steps 
from beneath the shadow of death thrown 
by the electrical chair. '•" 


The invitations to witness the killing of 


Shea had been issued, the state electrician 
was already upon tho ground at fjanne- 
xnora prison, the governor* had decided on 
Saturday not to interfere in the carrying 
ouc of the sentence, and Shea had re- 
signed .himself to his fate, when another 
prisoner in the institution, a comrade of 
Shea's and participator in the election

- fessed to the crime. 


The man who voluntarily confessed to 


the crime is John McGough of 1'roy, now 
serving a sentence of 19J< years for'frhoot- 
Ing and attempting to kill William Ross, 
a brother of Robert Boss, who was sup- 
posed to be Shea's victim. In some wav 
known only to convicts, McGough hud 
contrived to keep informed us to the suc- 
cess or the failure of thu application for 
commutation made in behalf of Shea.

S3. it is believed that McGough was ready 
to confess, but when he learued that ii 
respite had been granted lie withheld his 
confession. After thu holidays he learned 
Chat the efforts to obtain n comniuta- 
f.ion for Shea hail not ceased, and aq he 
laoda uo confession.

On Saturday, when Warden Thayer was 


ni.idci aware that tho governor would not 
interfere, and arrangements were being 
made for the execution, McGough sent for 
U'.e warden, and told him that he wished to 
m.iku u statement concerning the murder 
of Robert Kos». The Warden "had Mc- 
Gough taken to tha office, and-handing 
hhu pen acd paper, told him to put down 
wlmt he had to suy in writing. ilcGough 
wrote a communication of about two 
pages, and signing it with his full name, 
h-iuded it to tlie warden. To the surprise 
uC the wai-deu and his deputies, the paper 
contained a detailed statement that he, 
-McGouprh, and not Shea, hud shot aud 
killed Robert Ross. 


Warden Thayer wentjit once to the tele- 


phone when McGough had been called to 
his cell and called up the executive chain- 


. ber. He asked the governor to please-re- 


ceive a .messenger whom he said would ar- 
rive, and then at once dispatched Prison 
Inspector 
Coughlin 
to Albany.

Oitighliu arrived iu this city yesterday 
.and caught .Governor Morton at "the man- 
sion. The governor, upon learning the 
uaciire of the communication, sent at 
i-nce for Pardon Clerk Jovce and Shea's 
eimnsel, Galen H. Hitt. 


After n briuf conference the governor 


tit-oided to grant n respite for four week?, 
during whicii tim« counsel could take thy 
proper means to bring the matter before 
thu courts for u new trial. The respiru 
was issued today, aud will be in force mi- 
tll Feb. 4. Mr. Hitt went before the su- 
preme court this morning uud nsked for 
a IJBW trial for Shea and the production in 
•so.urt of McGoueh. 


•History of the Crime. 


The confession of McGougli will bring 


to mind the tragio series of events that led 
up to tiie present' dramatic results; Tho 
conviction of Shea and tho great public 
soutiment against his release were due not 
entirely to the fact that ho shot Ross, but 
to the aroused public sentiment against 
-cho.disgniceful violation of the purity of 
the ballot. The crimes occurred March 0, 


Shea and McGongh headed & crowd of 


repeaters who had worked almost o.verv 
polling place iu Troy. They had been told 
not to try their games iu tho ward iu 
.which the Ross brothers, William and 
Robert, .were the head of .the Republican 
pi?ty, but announced that thev would. 
In.antlcipation of their visit, the Rosses, 
John Behind and several -other citizens 
had armed themselves with clubs and 
some with pistols loaded with blank: car- 
tridges. Jt was shortly after that the 
melee occurred, and while 20 or more shots 
were fired the two Ross buys fell. It was 
while Robert lay prostrate that somebody 
..ran-iipaud shot him in .the head. This 
.crime won finally .laid at Shea's doors aud 
•he was sentenced to-deach, while'McGough 
was sent to prison for 19 years for his as- 
«ault upou William Ross._

The. city has a right to 
expect from the new School Board a

tions, and In all plans which have for 
their purpose the real

schools, the members should be able to 
look- confidently to .the City Council for 
liberal support. 


The abolition of -the annual election 


of teachers, which I advocated. In my 
last Inaugural address, has been adopt- 
ed by the Board.

The Assessing pi Taxes. 


The immediate attention of the City 


Council is directed to the ordinance in 
relation to the appointment of assist- 
ant assessors. 
During the preceding 
year in a 'special message I pointed out 
the lart-e sums spent for assessing tax- 
es, and submitted figures showing that 
our outlay for that purpose was. more 
than double that of any other city in 
the Commonwealth in proportion both 
to our population-and valuation. 
In 


the report of the Finance Commission 
the subject is .discussed In an admira- 
ble manner'and the changes suggested 
should be adopted at once.. The princi- 
pal item of expense in this department 
has be*n the salaries of. the assistant 
assessors, amounting to §"200. 
.The 


present ordinance provides that there 
shall be- an assistant assessor for each 
ward, and the- salary paid has • been 
S1200 a. year. The recent division of 
wards, increasing the number .to nine, 
would mean an expenditure of $10,800, 
which is more than the total.amount 
expend<.-d by any other city in the state, 
except Boston, for the maintenance of 
the entire assessors' department. In- 
stead, therefore, of the present-system 
of employing assistant assessors the en- 
tire year, I.recommend that they shall 
receive a per diem compensation for 
the .time they are actually employed, 
and that not more than five 
o£ the 


Board ishall be members of the ' same 
political party. In all other cities the 
duties of tlie assistant assessors cover 
a period- of only a few months, and I 
can conceive no valid reason why ours 
should be the solitary exception. The 
continuance of the present system is 
an extravagance, and I sincerely trust 
the members of the Government will 
correct it. 
' 


Board ot Police. 


By the passage of Chapter. 1ST of the 


Acts of 1895, the control of the police 
was vested in a body called the Board 
of Police for the city of Lowell. Under 
this act the police- force has been- reor- 
ganized, and a new set of rules adopt- 
ed 
' ^ 
' ' 
• 
The Police-or Market building, which 


is" the-headquarters of ,the police de- 
partment, has been transferred to -the 
custody of the Police Board; .for I have 
felt that inasmuch as the expenses of 
caring for the building were paid from 
ths police apppropriation the rentals 
ought to be paid into that fund. The 
bulldlnf,- has been 
since tlie transfer, 


entirely renovated 
and arrangements 


have been made with the County Com- 
mi==Ioners by the Board of Police, by 
which a very much increased rental is 
to be ptdd to the city for the use of the- 
building for the purposes of the county. 
For the first time the experiment has 


been tried of having licenses for 
the 
sale of intoxicating -liquors granted by 
thlscommissioninsteadof by the Board 
of Aldermen.- 'While in some, few in- 
stances the board dropped applicants 
who had been in. business for .many 
years and who seemed deserving . of a 
license, yet on the whole, if must be 
admitted' that the change has worked 
well. Under the old system 
favorit- 


ism' was openly> practised, and there 
were well-founded 'rumors - of- corrup- 
tion o'f the 
most 
flagrant 
nature. 


Worst of all it had a debauching ef- 
fect 
upon 
our ..municipal • politics. 


What the people most desire and have 
a right to expect from the commission 
is an administration of 'the. police de- 
partment devoid . of partisanship or 
sectarianism; the eliminating of the 
liquor jiuisance from politics, and that 
in the granting of . licenses they shall 
be actuated only by . honest motives, 
dealing with applicants according to 
their merits. While the members of 
the • board strive to accomplish these 
ends they are sure to win public coni7 
mendation. and I will sustain them in 
their efforts to secure these results. 


The excellent results that have beEin 


achieved by placing. -the- granting- of 
licenses in the hands ot the same 
board which has the enforcement of the 
law, suggests the advisability of carry- 
ing the principle further. The matter 
of granting what are called "minor li- 
censes" takes up a great' deal of the 
time of the Board of Aldermen with- 
out producing any 'compensatory "re^ 
suits. '- The1 supervision _ of 
• these . li- 


censes and the enforcement 
of . the 


laws under which they are granted, 
fall to the police; ' it- appears to me 
that the work would be " done more 
efficiently 
and 
intelligently by 
the 


Board of Police if the whole, business 
was turned over to -them. The power 
oC- granting and revoking licenses be- 
ing In. the hands . of. the' one body 
would lead~ to a stricter observance- of 
the license, and make the. matter of 
enforcing- the -laws much simpler.

The section of the city in which the 


greatest necessity exists for an imme- 
diate repairing of the streets and side- 
walks is ^he locality known as "Lit- 
tle Canada." A year ago I urged the 
Council to make Improvements that 
were absolutely necessary not only tor 
the convenience but also for the health 
of the thousands of people who dwell 
In. this district. 
Very little, If any, 


improvements have been made, and I 
trust the 
present 
Government will 


take prompt action in remedying ex- 
isting conditions. 
In the past 
the 


needs of the inhabitants of this place 
have been ignored. This is probably 
accounted for by the fact that the 
great mass of "these do not speak our 
language, and as yet are not thorouglv 
ly 
familiar' with, 
our 
Institutions. 


However, either. directly or indirectly, 
they bear their share of the burde'n of 
taxation, and It is but simple justice 
that they, should be treated with the 
same consideration . that is 
extended 


to all other classes' of citizens. 


Early in July the street department 


begun the construction 
of 
the 
new 


highway known as Princeton .street, 
ordered by the County Commissioners 
in their return on petition of Fisher H. 
Pearson and others. 
This street as 


laid out by the Commissioners extends 
from the 'Junction of Princeton 
and 


Windsor streets to the 
Chelmsford 


line, a -distance of one and one-third 
miles.

between 
Windsor and Hadley 


streets the department has done some 
very heavy work, deep, cutting and fill- 
ing being necessary and a portion of 
the roadway being located through an 
old growth of oak known as Livings- 
ton's woods. A substantial stone cul- 
vert has been completed at the cross- 
ing of Black brook. The street is now 
nearly ready for macadamizing as far 
as Hadley street, a. distance of about 
4100 feet, and work on the construc- 
tion of the remainder is now going- on. 


Varnum avenue has been 
widened 


from Mammoth road to the easterly 
terminus of that portion already laid 
out 50 feet wide. 
This- avenue 
has 


now been made 50 feet in width from 
Mammoth road to the westerly en- 
trance of Pawtucket Boulevard, a dis- 
tance of about two miles, with the ex- 
ception of a portion near Pawtucket 
dam, 
where it will be necessary to 


construct a retaining wall along the 
river bank.

; Ten - thousand 
thirty-seven square 


yards 6f- granite block pavement have 
been 
laid on. Appleton. 'Adams, East 


Merrimack, Davidson, First and How- 
ard streets. 
The paving of Appleton 


street, while of great public conven- 
ience and necessity, caused considera- 
ble extra expense to the department, as 
it. was necessary to reconstruct the en- 
tire sidewalk on the northerly side of 
the street in. order that the pavement 
might 
be laid at . a, suitable grade— a 


matter of great importance on a street 
which.- is to become one of the princi- 
pal business streets of the city. Ow- 
ing to the immense traffic on Gorhajn 
street I recommend that the paving 
be continued to a point at the further 
end of the entrance to the Edson, cem- 
etery. 
r,Th!s Is an improvement that 


would be gratefully appreciated by the 
thousands of people who visit the cem- 
eteries abutting on the 
line of "this 


thoroughfare.

Purchase of Supplies. 


A -year ago I-referred to a practice of 


long stand-ing by ^v•hich members of the 
government sold supplies to the city in 
direct violation of'the statute and or- 
dinance prohibiting such -contract. 
I 
stated then that I should withhold my 
approval from the'-bills for such sales 
when presented tot payment At first 
much opposition .was encountered, but 
the opinion of the city solicitor was 
obtained arid his interpretation of the 
law has been'strictly followed. 
Now 
that the law lias had a fair trial it is 
universally .admitted that the result is 
beneficial to the city,and a return to the 
forme-r practice Is not "seriously enter- 
tained. So long as I- am the Incumbent 
of this honorable office I shall insist on 
the rigid enforcement of this salutary 
law, a.nd am confident that public opin- 
ion is so strongly in favor of a strict 
adherence to this principle that no 'fu- 
ture Mayor will dare to" face the storm 
of. criticism that will surely follow its 
abandonement, 
. I re-new my recommendation for the 
creation of a department for supplies, 
to be under the superintendence of a 
purchasing agent, through whom all 
articles necessary for the various de- 
partments shall be bought. 
The ad- 


vantages of such a change1 have teen 
set forth clearly and forcibly in the re- 
port of the Finance Commission, and 
the Council cannot afford to ignore the 
reasons advanced for the abolition of 
the old system, which, in effect, 'means 
that there, shall be as many purchasing 
agents .as there are departments. 
In 


fact,, tlie present is the most unbusiness- 
like and extravagant method that could 
be devised. -I speak plainly upon this 
matter because it is one o£ the greatest 
evils -from which we suffer, and because 
in the past it caused favoritism and cor- 
ruption that have had a demoralizing 
effect .upon our politics. The- best illus- 
tration that can be'had of whit would 
result from the proposed change is that 
afforded by the buying of coal. 'At the 
present-time a year's supply for all the 
departments is purchased from the low- 
est responsible bidder at a period when 
the market has reached Its ebb, and lit 
has resulted- In a saving to the city of 
many • thousands of dollars. It it is to 
our'advantage to 'purchase coal in. this 
manner why not every" other article'of 
which we use a considerable quantity? 
Surely no member of the' government 
would hi-ve the effrontery to request 
a change from this method. Then .why 
not be' consistent and logical and make 
the principle general to its application? 
There can be but one position . for. a 
conscientious official to take on this 
question, and' It is that the city, ought 
to be -free and unfettered to purchase 
in the best market and' secure the great- 
est-possible return for every dollar ex- 
pended. 
- 
- 
Last .year I suggested that the vari- 


ous heads of departments should meet 
Ln. general 'conference in the beginning 
of the year and' hand in estimates' of 
the quantity of supplies, required -for 
-the 
twelve months, and that where the 


same articles were 
used 
in large 


amounts to call for bids in lots suih- 
clent for'all tlie departments, and that 
the lowest responsible bidder should re- 
ceive the contract. I instanced the ar- 
ticles of-hay and grain/the-outlay for 
which forms "a. large item In our 
ex- 
penditures.' In the pauper -department 
all the flour, -with'the exception of the 
first lot, was purchased In thls-manner, 
and It resulted in' lower prices 
being 
obtained.

The contractors will 


provide a pumping station, and ma- 
chinery, and pump the water for one 
year before the plant will be accepted 
by 
the 
city. 
The 
water will be 


pumped into the present filter' gallery 
and thence to the West Sixth street 
pumping station and reservoir. It is 
expected .this, plant will be: in .opera- 
tion before spring. 


In their efforts to-, promote an econ- 


omical use of the water supply, the 
Water Board 
has asked 
the 
City 


Council to authorize a free meter sys- 
tem and a loan for that purpose, but 
this matter will come before you 
at 


the proper time for your consideration. 


The Assessing- ol Taxes. 


The immediate attention of the City 
Council is directed to the ordinance in 
relation to the appointment of' assist- 
ant assessors. 
During the 
preceding 
year in a special message I pointed out 
.the large sums spent for assessing'tax- 
es, and submitted figures showing that 
ou-r outlay for that purpose was more 
than double that of any other city in 
the Commonwealth in proportion both 
to our population and valuation. 
In 


the report of the ' Finance Commission 
the subject is discussed -in an admira- 
ble manner and the changes suggested 
should be adopted at once. 'The'princi- 
pal item of expense in this-department 
has.been the salaries-of the assistant 
assessors, amounting to 
$7200. 
The 
present ordinance provides'that there 
shall be an assistant assessor, for each 
ward, and the salary paid" has 
been 
$1200 a year. The recent division of 
wards. Increasing the number to- nine, 
would mean an expenditure of $10.800, 
which is more than the total amount 
expended by any other city in the state, 
except Boston, for the maintenance of 
the entire assessors' department; In- 
stead, therefore, of the ..present system 
of employing assistant assessors the en- 
tire year, I recommend that they shall 
receive a per . diem compensation for 
the time they are actually employed, 
and that not more than five of -the 
Board shall be members of the 
same 
political party. In all other 'cities .the 
duties of the assistant assessors cover 
a period of only a few months, and' I 
can conceive no valid reason why ours 
should be the solitary exception. The 
continuance o£ the present, system Is 
an-extravagance, and I sincerely trust 
the members -of the Government will 
correct it. 


Board oi Police. • 


By the passage of Chapter 187 of the 


Acts of 18!).").' the control of the police 
was vested in a body called ths Board 
of 1'olice for the city of Lowell. Under 
this act the-police force has been reor= 
ganized and a new set of rules adopt- 
ed 
•

The Police or Market building, which 
is the -headquarters- of the police de- 
partment. • has been transferred to the 
custody of the Police Board; for I have 
felt thiit inasmuch as the' expenses of 
.caring for the building were .paid from 
the police apppropriation the rentals 
ought to be paid into that fund. The 
building has 
been . entirely renovated 


since the transfer, and arrangements 
have b»en made with the County Com- 
missioners by the Board of.Police, by 
which a very much increased rental is 
to be paid, to" the city for' the use of. the 
building for the purposes.of the county; 


For the first time the experiment-has 


been tried of having licenses for 
the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, granted by 
thlscommission instead cf by the Board 
of Aldermen. 
While in some few in- 
stance? the board dropped applicants 
who had been in business for . many, 
years and who seemed deserving- of a 
license, yet on the whole, it must .be 
admitted that the change-has-worked 
well. Under the old system 
favorit- 


ism was openly practised, and there 
were well-founded rumors of corrup- 
tion 
of 
the 
most 
flagrant 
nature. 


Worst-of all it had a debauching ef- 
fect 
upon 
our 
municipal 
politics. 


-What the people most desire and have 
a right to expect from the commission 
is an administration of the police- de- 
partment devoid 'of 
partisanship or 


sectarianism; the eliminating ot the 
Ikiuor nuisance from politics, and that 
in the granting o£ licenses they shall 
be actuated only by honest 'motives, 
dealing 'with applicants according to 
their merits. "While the - members of 
the board strive to accomplish these 
ends they are'sure to win pubjic com- 
mendation, and I will, sustain, them in 
their efforts to secure these results'. 
The excellent results that have been 


achieved by placing the granting of 
licenses 
in 
the • hands of - the same 


board which has the enforcement of the 
law, suggests the advisability o£'carry- 
'Ing .the principle further."' The matter 
of granting what 'are called "minor II- 
oo.noe>f" .takes up a'great- dea-l of the 
time of.the Board of Aldermen with- 
out producing any compensatory . rer 
suits. The supervision, of 
these li- 


censes and the enforcement 
of 
tie 


laws under which they .'are granted, 
fall to the police; it appears to' me 
that the work would be; done more 
efficiently 'and 
intelligently ' by " the 


Board of P.ollce if the whole business 
was turned over. to.them.. The.power 
of granting and revoking licenses be- 
ing! In 'the hands of. the ' one body 
wouJd Jead to a stricter observanpe of 
the • license, and make the'- matter of 
enforcing the laws much-simpler. -At 
the same time it would relieve the 
Boarrt of Aldermen of -an- amount, of 
tedious routine business'-and give it 
more time for the. transaction of busi- 
ness of- greater-importance;'-, and I 
would, therefore, suggest-that the -L-eg- 
iElatup-' be aske<} tp make the necessa.. 
ry changes in the law.-to. accomplish 
this desirable end.

Streets. 


Tne .citizens are interested keenly in 


the • maintenance and improvement of 
our public ways. I need not argue to 
you'that, in the care.of streets already 
made and In the building of new ones, 
the best material'should be used and 
the most progressive methodsemployed. 
Poor roads- are an. annoyance to' trav- 
ellers 
and - interfere seriously 
with 


the conduct of business. Good roads 
help .business. 
The merchant appre- 


ciates them, - not alone for the dimin- 
ished expense of teaming and the sav- 
ing In rniany ways, but also because he 
knows his place of business is made 
more attractive and valuable by being 
in a 
well-paved 
thoroughfare. 
The 


comfort and convenience of those who 
drive for pleasure and of the 
thous- 
ands of bicyclists who use our streets 
.would be promoted by furnishing the 
best roads. 
Experience has 
shown 
that it is'-not economical to use any- 
thing but- the best to- be had in street 
bulging. .- 


The section of the city in which the 
greatest necessity exists for an- Imme- 
diate repairing of the street-iand side- 
walks Is the locality known as "Lit- 
tle Canada." A year ago I urged the 
Council to make improvements that 
were absolutely necessary net only for 
the convenience but also for the health 
of the thousands of people who dwell 
in this district. 
Very little, if any, 


Improvements- have been- made,' and I 
trust the present 
Government 
will 


take prompt action in' remedying ex- 
isting conditions. 
In the past 
the 


needs of the inhabitants of this pla'ce 
have .been ignored. This is probably 
accounted for by the fact 
that the 


great mass of these do not speak our 
language, and as yet are not thorough- 
ly, familiar 
with . our 
institutions. 


However, e'ither directly or indirectly, 
they bear their share of the burden of 
taxation,. and it is but simple justice 
that they, should be treated with the 
same consideration that is 
extended 


to all other classes of citizens. 


"Early in July the street department 


began the'-construction 
of 
the 
new 


highway known as Princeton 
street, 


ordered .by the County Commissioners 
in'their return on petition of Fisher H. 
Pearson and others. 
This street as 


laid out by the Commissioners extends 
from "the junction of Princeton 
and 


Windsor streets to 
the 
Chelmsford 


line, a distance of one and one-third 
miles. 
On the portion of this high- 


way 
between 
Windsor and Hadley 
streets the department has done some 
very heavy work, deep cutting and fill- 
ing being necessary-and a portion of 
the roadway being, located through an 
old growth of oak known as Livings- 
ton's woods. A substantial srtone cul- 
vert'has been completed at the cross- 
ing of Black brook. The street Is now 
nearly ready for macadamizing as far 
as. Hadley street, a. distance of about 
4100 feet, and work on the construc- 
tion of the remainder is now going on. 


Varnum avenue has been, widened 


from Mammoth road to the easterlv 
terminus of" that portion already laid 
out 50 feet wide. 
This avenue ' has 


now" been made 50 feet In width from 
Mammoth road to the 
westerly 
en- 


trance of Pawtucket Boulevard, "a dis- 
tance of about two miles, with the ex- 
ception of a-portion near Pawtucket 
dam. 
where- it will be necessary to 


construct a. retaining wall along the 
river bank. 


Paving-. 


Ten thousand 
thirty-seven 
square 
yards cf gninite .block pavement have 
been 
laid on. Appleton. Adams, East 


Merrimack; Davidson, First arid How- 
ard streets. . The paving of .Appleton 
street, while of great public conven- 
ience and necessity, caused considera- 
ble extra expense to the department, as 
it was necessary to reconstruct the en- 
tire sidewalk on the northerly side ot 
the street in order that the p-avement 
might 
be laid at a suitable grade—a 


matter of great importance on a street 
-.vhich ,is to become ona of the princi- 
pal business streets of the city. Ow- 
ing to the-immense traffic on Gorham 
street I recommend that the 
paving 


be continued to a point at the further 
end of the entrance to the Edson cem- 
utery. 
This Is an improvement that 


would be gratefully appreciated by the 
thousands of people who visit the cem- 
eteries abutting on the line of this 
thoroughfare. 
The iron bridge over 


River Meadow brook on Howard street, 
built by the Boston and Maine Tall- 
road, has been paved 
with granite 
blocks by the city.

Sewers and Drains. 


During the past year 33 sewers have 
been built, of which 16,203 feet 
are 


of 10,130 feet or 3.62 mile* 
The 
brick sewers are the sewer in Cham- 
bers, Gorham and Thorndike streets 
the'Tanner street sewer and the Cen- 
tralville main sewer. 


The sewer in Chambers, Gorham and 
Thorndike streets was built to stop the 
flow of sewage into River Meadow 
brook from the sewers and drains be- 
tween Gorham street and the Boston 
and. Maine railroad,. and it 
also 're- 
ceives the sewage from the jail" This 
sewer is laid at a sufficient depth 
to 
drain all the land on both sides of the 
brook from Gorham street to the rail- 
road easterly of .Robinson street. The 
Tanner street sewer has -been extended 
ta Plain, street, affording drainage to 
the glue factory, crematory and Con- 
sumers Brewing- company.. The- only 
sewer now emptying into the brook is 
the small pipe. one at Howard street, 
which should be Immediately con'nected 
with th'e' Intercepting sewer. 
When 


this is done the. brook will'have been 
restored to its original condition of a 
very.good and useful stream, although 
the water will always have a, good deal 
of color.

work may be more equitably assessed, 
to the great advantage of the city and 
the abutters also. • 


Purchase of Supplies. 


A year ago I referred to a practice of 


long-.. stan ding- by which members of the 
government sold' supplies to the city in 
direct -violation of the statute and or- 
dinance prohibiting such contract 
I 
stated then that I should withhold my 
approval from the bills for such sales 
when presented for payment. At first 
much opposition -was encountered, but 
the opinion of the city solicitor was 
obtained and his Interpretation of the 
law. has been, strictly followed. 
Now 
that the. law has- had a fair trial it is 
universally admitted that the result is 
beneficial to the city.and a return to the 
former .practice is not seriously enter- 
tained." So long1 as I am the incumbent 
of this honorable office I shall insist on 
the rigid enforcement of this salutary 
law, and am confident that public opin-.l 
ion is so strongly in favor oi a strict 
adherence to this principle -that no fu- 
ture 'Mayor will dare to face the storm 
of criticism that will surely follow its 
abandonement. 


I renew my recommendation for the 


creation of a department for supplies. 
to be under the superintendence of a 
.purchasing - agent, " through whom all 
articles necessary for . the various de- 
partments' shall be bought. 
The. ad- 
vantages of sucn a. change have been 
set forth clearly and forcibly in the re^ 
port of the Finance Commission, and 
the Council. cannot afford to ignore the 
reasons "advanced, for the abolition of 
the old system?. which, in effect, means 
that there shall be as many purchasing 
agents 'as there are departments. . 1 n 
fact, the present is the most . unbusiness- 
like and extravagant method that could 
be devised. . I speak plainly upon this 
matter 'because it is one of the greatest 
evils from which we suffer, and because 
in.the-past it caused favoritism and cor- 
ruption that have had a demoralizing 
effect -upon our politics. The.-best illus- 
tration. that can be had of what would 
result from the proposed change is that 
afforded by the buying of coal. At the 
present time a year's supply for all the 
departments la purchased from the low- 
est responsible bidder at a period when 
the market has reached its ebb, and it 
has resulted in a saving to the city of 
many thousands of dollars. If it 'is. 'to 
our advantage to 'purchase coal in this 
manner why not.every other article of 
which we use a considerable quantity? 
Surely no -member of the government 
would lii-ve .the effrontery to request 
a. change from this method. Then why 
not be consistent and logical and make 
the principle general in its application? 
There 'can be. 'but one position for a 
conscientious official to take on ..this 
question, and it is' that the city ought 
to be free and unfettered to purchase 
in the best market and! secure the great- 
est possible return for every dollar ex- 
pended. 
Last year" I 'suggested that the vari- 
ous heads of departments should meet 
in general conference 'In the" beginning 
of the year and -hand -in estimates of 
the quantity of supplies required - for 
the twelve months, and that where the 
same 
articles were 
used 
in- large 


amounts to poll for bids in lots suffi- 
cient for all "the: departments, and that 
the lowest responsible bidder should re- 
ceive .the contract. I instanced the ar- 
ticles of hay and grain, the outlay for 
which forms 'a large item in our ex- 
penditures. In the pauper department 
all the flour, with the exception of the 
first lot,: was purchased In this manner, 
and it resulted in lower prices 
being 
obtained. 
Owing to the unfortunate 
deadlook;.which prevented the organiza- 
tion of the Common Council it was im- 
possible to get the heads of departments 
together until late in the ^ year.- At a 
meeting'held for the purpose of discuss, 
ing this project it was the.generaJ opin- 
ion that the plan was an .excellent on« 
if 'there was no legal obstacle in. the 
way. -After, consultation with the city 
solicitor if was decided to be legal, but 
by this time the end of the fiscal year 
was so near at hand it was not feasible 
£?tut it" into force. However, I renew 
the recommendation and .will again caU 
such a - meeting at as early, a date «s the 
of the Council will permit.

Finance Commission Report 


Before my first entry into the offiie 


of Mayor I had given much thought to 
the finances of the city and the con- 
duct of the various departments ot our 
government. 
During- the last _, year 
these subjects were investigated 
.by 
the conclusion -was." forced 
that radical- measures must 
taken to improve defective, admin- 


istrative methods and to^ establish a 
«ound financial policy. 
The 
existing 


condition of things Is the result of a 
—adual - growth, suitable enough.. per- 
haps for 'other times; but, entirely, in- 
adequate and unfit for present and 'fu- 
ture' -needs, .Accordingly . I - sent 
a 


communication to the City Council of 
1895 recommending, the . appointment 
of a committee of six citizena -to ex- 
amine into the finances. of -the city and 
the methods of administration in. f9roe 
in the .various, departments. '"The .rec- 
ommendation waa -promptly adopted, 
'and the commission, .- composed of men 
of the' highest standlng-Jn'the commu- 
nity, did the work committed to It with 
the -greatest thoroughness, . falrnefa 
and abilky. Its.' report' baa been. pre~ 
sented-to .the : City .(JovernmeuW.' The
